Emergency Kit 


By BROOKE PETERS CHURCH - 
A first sid kit is an essential' if 


there are children In tbe family and 
tbe summer vacation is to b* spent 
any distance from a town. To wait 
wbtle someone hurries five miles to 
the nearest drug store only to find 
that the shop Is closed or does not 
have the article that Is sought may 
have serious consequences. First 
aid to b* effective should be admin- 
istered immediately, and the meant 
of giving it should be in the house 
or camp or wherever the family it 
staying. 


The equipment need not be ej- 


tenslre. It should Include a clinical 
thermomenter. sterile gauze, band- 
age and absorbent cotton, adhesive 
tap* in several widths, a package 
of soda bicarbonate, another of ep. 


Jar of picric acid ointment, a bottle 
of iodine, a hundred aspirin tablets, 
a good cathartic, a pair of tweezers, 
and a couple of medicine droppe'rr. 
There are many other remedies ind 
appliances which might prove use- 
ful, inch as an eye-cup, a spray, a' 
disinfectant and iwab-strcks. but If 
there 1* tittle space tor packing and ' 
storing, they can be omitted. - 


All the paraphernalia should he- 


kept in an easily accessible box.-and 
If there are little children In- tne 
Dartv. th* t»nj shea!:! fc« kepi under 
lock and key. When all. of any on« 
article Is nsed. it should be replaced 
at once In case of another emer- 
gency. Bottles and boxes of medi- 
cines should be carefully labeled. 
and poisons should b* specially 
marked. If possible they should be 
kept In distinctive containers so 
that they cannot be confused with 
harmless drugs. 


If all else Is lacking, soap and 


water, sterile whit* rag*, and *oda 
will accomplish a great deal, but 
better result* may be obtained by a 
•omewhat wider supply of curative

Light, Sound Wave* Are 


Measured by Scientist* 


Most of our knowledge of the world 


about us Is conveyed to our senses by 
two types of waves, those of light and 
those of sound. These waves differ In 
detail from each other ftnd also from 
the waves of the ocean or the ripples 
In a tub of water; nevertheless they 
all possess some characteristics In eon- 
mon. 


Briefly, writes Dr. Thomas M. Beck, 


In the Chicago Tribune, wave motion 
implies the following basic qualities:, 
It is t manifestation of energy. 
It 


moves at a constant speed through a 
given medium. And, most Important 
of all, as It passes a particular point 
the. energy undergoes fluctuations that 
repeat themselves, at resular Intervals. 
. It took more than a century of 
scientific argument and experimenta- 
tion after the idea was first advanced 
to establish beyond doubt the'wave na- 
ture of light. No snch trouble was 
necessary in the case of sound. 
In 


fact, the wave nature of sound Is al- 
most self-evident 
We have all no- 


ticed at some time or another the 
definite time Interval required for the 
fcouuii ot: a ui»taul eveiti lu roit.i uul 
ear«.: This shows that sound moves at 
definite speed. 
We can also detect 


rapid and regular vibrations In bodies 
producing sounds, which Indicates that 
sound 1* of a periodic nature. 


The flnal^nnd perfect test of a 


wave's existence, however, Is the phe- 
nomenon of Interference. 
When two 


waves are superimposed so that their 
crest* and troughs coincide, then the j 
total -.effect Is equal to the rim of ' 
their ^.individual Intensities. 
When, 


however, they are superimposed so that 
the.crest of one meet* the trough of 
the other then they cancel each other 
and their net effect 1* equal to their 
difference.

Pltcalrn Island is a British possession, 


of the Polynesian Islands, belonging to 
the Low Archipelago; In latitude 25 de- 
grees, 5 minutes south; longitude, 130 
degrees, 8 tnlnutes west It is about 
two and one-half miles long and one 
mile wide.
